When they get out of 
line— God help them!— unless you and I vote here and now to show who has more 
power in our Free U. S. A.— Strong Arm Dictators or free voters like you and me!

16. A thumbnail description of this county couW well be, "From 
women in the flesh to sewage in the raw." (Oasis Club at Oceana to East 
Oc«in View Sanitary System.) 

17. The June 26 Ledger-Dispatch's article "On Going 'Legit'"^ 
quotes the Virginia Beach Chief of Police as stating the load of law en- 
forcement at the resort is much lighter this Summer than usual (hereto- 
fore the authorities denied any violations) and the Virginia Beach Cham- 
ber of Commerce reports "BUSINESS BEST FOR YEARS"; disproving 
that vice is necessary at the Beach for survival of those within the law. 

18. In one tex suit in August 1950 the Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney's statement was $118.36 — shared in part by Richard 6. Kellam, the 
Commissioner in Chancery — to collect $46.00 for the County. 

19. Out of 25 strictly slot machine cases indicted by last July's 
Grand Jury, simplest of all to successfully prosecute, the Commonwealth's 
Attorney obtained one conviction. (Oct. 1950.) In two of the suits that were 
dismissed, namely Commonwealth vs. Moe Higger (Deed Bk. 275, Page 87), 
and Commonwealth vs. Atlantic Court Corp. (Deed Book 272, Page 404), 
either Paul W. Ackiss or his office employee was the trustee and prepar^ 
thedeed of trust.

21. The Judge on July 8, 1960, admonished the constabutories of 
Princess Anne County and of Virginia Beach to exert evei^ effort to ap- 
prehend all slot machine offenders. The nauseating spectacle was seen at 
Ihf trials on October 10, 1950, of three of the aforementioned police officers 
being put on the stand as defense witnesses by Richard B. Kellam, brother 
of this self same Judge. 

22. The Commonwealth's Attorney, in fighting to deny the Vir- 
ginia Beach voters adequate facilities for balloting, set back Anglo-Saxon 
government 736 years when in the year 1216 at Runnymede thir'M^a 
Carta was bom. In addition, those persons who will be unable terfote In that 
precinct because of lack of facilities will have paid their polKtaxes at $1.50 
annually under false pretenses ; i.e. though having purchased a ticket for 
the performance, admittance is denied. 

23. Often, the brother and former open law partner of the Coun- 
ty's Circuit Court Judge has represented one of the pariies to a suit while 
the latter was on theJ^ench. So improper is this procedure considered that 
intense effort has been stimulated to outlaw it by the General Assembly 
of Virginia. (Norfolk-Portsmouth Bar Association.) 

24. The most devastating indictment ever drawn against an 
American Political Machine occurred several weeks ago when of over 60 
people interviewed on the Virginia Beach streets by a Norfolk newspaper 
reporter, only 10 would answer a question pertaining to Russell Hatchett's 
resignation as Town Manager of Virginia Beach; the over 40 remaining 
stated in substance, "You see, I live here or I am in business here and I 
fear, because of reprisals, to discuss pdlitics." No gestapo, ogpu, nor iron 
curtain could more clearly reflect dictatorship. 

With Princess Anne County's agricultural, seafood and resort 
potential stimulated by the intense defense activity in this area for the 
past 12 years, the tide of material progress here could no more be retarded 
than the sweep of the Mississippi rushing to the Gulf. Not because of the 
KELLAMS, but in spite of them has this County and Virginia Beach made 
material advances. Morally and legally, as governmental units, both are 
bankrupt. 

No relief may be expected from the MACHINE because it em- 
phatically declares that it is running on its record alone. The plea "good 
old Johnnie, Roger, Paul, et als., why not split the ballot and give the nice 
boys a break" leaves one cold. Let it be clearly understood that when you 
mark your "X" you do not vote for uiy MACHINE candidate as an individ- 
ual, you vote for KELLAM, INC. Not unlike the controlling and controlled 
Virginia Beach councilmanic block, MACHINE candidates are a cross be- 
tween a "Punch and Judy Show" and "The Parade of the Wooden Soldiers." 
If anyone questions that a prerequisite of MACHINE support is not 100 per 
cent or "all the way" for the MACHINE, let him interrogate Warfield 
Leeke, Lawrence Lockwood, W. W. McCtonan, Robert Simpson, Russell 
Hatehett, and William Hudgins.

The propaganda line of 
the MACHINE is: why trwle organised betrayal of pubUe trust for (Hsor- 
ganised ; hi tini^ if the chai^fe is made the pet^ will be as bmi off as 
they are mom. Let's see. Do Messrs. Senter, Upton, Hudgfais, Simpson or 
any oi the Feofrie's "ndcet ouMiidbtes have one brother who ia Judge, an- 
other over-all defense irttorm^ for the more c^wlent vice <rffenders, Mie 
head of the AnMsrican Legion (facetionsly known as KeOam's Night Club), 
another prendent of tlM Preri^rterimi ^Me Cfa»s, still amyther president 
of the Methodist KUe Class, one head of Kotaiy for this DIstriet ami 
also head of Kuritaa for this sectkni, one the campaign manager for the 
tost Democratic candidate for Governor oi Vnrginia, and amtther head of 
the KepuUican Committee for Princess Anne County. Worthy mrganiza- 
tions in themselves unquestionably, but does a^one doubt that they are 
being used by the KELLAlffiS for the purpose of permeating the ^duetive 
poia wB "o f the KeUanM, by the Keltoms, for the Keltoms." Obviously, the 
MACHINE boys' smiles are as well creased as their trousers and they hmg 
since have found the exact spc^ on oae's back where a pat soothes the most, 
but these antics are just to<^ of the trade (oi ptrfitics). UnKke most po- 
litical organizations which become machines^ after generating enough 
power to rip out the tnrakes, ip our unit no Smith checks a Jones 
who in turn batonees a Brown. The checks and batonces of Princess Anne 
County's governing MACHINE are KELLAM, KELLAM, KELLAM twelve 
times. In other words this MACHINE has 12 cylinders and no brakes. 
"KELLOCRACY" stripped to the bone is "too many and too long." 

Though a few of the Pe<^le's Ticket candidates have been in 
politics for some years, they are starting anew and do not have 16 years 
of cumulative entrenched power as does the KELLAM KLAN. It is well 
to remember that law enforcement is not the responsibility of the Clerk

Chief Petty Officer Julian A. 
Forbes, local Vbvy recruiter in 
charge, added that this year the 
"old-timers" in the Waves are 
welccming the 18 and 19 year old 
girls into their organization. Re- 
cently legislation was enacted 
which peHnits a girl to enlist in 
the Waves when she reaches her 
eighteenth birthday. 

Actually, the Urth (A Waves 
dates bacic to World War I when 
apint>ximately 11,000 "yeomen- 
ettes" were innessed into service. 

Navy girls are today trained to 
fill 28 different Jobs, none of 
which is a specialty for wmnen 
only. AU are interchangeable be- 
tween the Wave and sailor. 

During World War K, many 
joined the Waves to release a 
sailor for sea duty. Others^ were 
interested in travel and new Jobs. 
These reasons still hold true 
among today's recruits, but the 
future Wave's first questions in 
1951 usuafly concern Job security 
and advancement. 

As a part of the Regular Navy, 
Waves may make the service their 
career and retire as do men at 
the end of 20 or 30 years. Al- 
though they must be unmarried 
and without dependents when 
they originally enlist. Waves may 
marry later and stay in the ser- 
vice If they choose. In fact, there 
are a number of husband-wife 
teams in today's Navy. 

There are tall ones, short ones, 
slim 'ones and fltnnp ones. Each 
of the Waves has a definite Job 
to do, and each is a cog In the 
wheel of today's rapidly-expand- 
ing Navy!

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Almost one million dollars were 
assessed truck operators f<H' 
violating the Virginia highway 
load Units during the fiscal year 
of 1950-51. the State Highway De- 
partment reports. 

The fines totaled $981,412— al- 
most five times the aawimt ck>- 
tained for overloading vitiations 
during the previous fiscal year of 
1949-50. 

The year marked the first tttne 
that Virginia employed general 
use of pit scales, which were <^ 
erated^ointly by weigMng parties 
of the State Highway -department 
and the Virginia State Police. 

There were 142.516 vehicles p\A 
on the scales. This was almost 
350 per cent more than were 
weighed in 1949-50 before the in- 
stallation of pit scates permitted 
a swifter method to check on load 
limit violaticms. Previously most 
of the weighing had been done by 
portable units. A large number of 
portable units still are in opera- 
tion and many are used by roving 
parties on the back roads. 

The monies derived from the 
overloading violations go to the 
Commonwealth of Virginia Liter- 
ary Fund. The State realized only 
a $2 fee for weighing the violat- 
ing trucks. 

The State Police, working with 
the Highway Department welgb- 
ing parties, issued summonses to 
12,075 truck operators, und Ob- 
tained convictions on 11,052.

1. Whether the board met after 
the printing and delivery of the 
ballots to "accept delivery . . . and 
require a certificate of the num- 
ber of ballots." 

2. Whether the secretary of the 
board kept a record of the deliv- 
ery and number of ballots. 

3. Whether the baUots. after de- 
livery, were sealed in bundles for 
the various voting precincts as 
prescribed by law. 

The complainants said that "on 
information and beUef." the board 
allowed the secretary "to take 
possession of an unknown num- 
ber of official ballots and . . . such 



Virginia milk production in May 
continued at a record high level 
due mainly to the record ntmiber 
of cows on farms, according to a 
recent report qf the Virginia Co- 
operative Crop Reporting Service. 
Production this year through May 
is also greater for this period than 
in any other jrear. 

The Crop Reporting Service re- 
ports that the seasonal decline In 
the Virginia price of market milk 
through May was less than last 
year. The Blay price of milk for 
manufacture was exceeded only 
by that in 1848. 

Receipts of milk for fluid eon- 
^^Hilon 8lu)w an increase of ap- 
Ifli^^mately 9 per cent when cmn- 
pared with the same period last 
year. A decrease af approximate- 
ly 10 per cent in the receipt of 
milk for manufacturing puiiioees 
is noted. 

■The production of butter in 
Virginia to reported as being down 
35 per cent fnan the total report- 
ed for May 1080 and 20 per cent 
below the 1048-48 average pro- 
duction for thto month. 

Ice cream production in Vir- 
ginia is indicated as being 11 per 
cent above the same period last 
year. However, it to approximate- 
ly the same as the 1945-40 aver- 
age for this month. 

According to the report, pro- 
duction of condensed and evap- 
orated milk during May to about 
a third lower ,than a year ago and 
about 20 per cent below the five- 
year average for thto month.

VA Issues Caution 
To Veterans Aboat 
Life Insurance 

In a caution to veterans of 
Wwld War I and World War n. 
the Veterans Administration said 
that under terms of the new In- 
surance and Indonnlty Acts of 
1951 they will not be permitted 
to buy any new government In- 
surance If they have relinquished 
their National Service Life Insur- 
ance or U. S. Oovemment Ufe 
Insurance. The exception Is In the 
case of veterans who have had 
active military service since the 
start of the campaign In Korea. 

In other respects. VA said, the 
new law. known as Public Law 23, 
does not affect inany way the 
government Insurance contracts 
which World War I and World 
War n veterans may hold. 

The word of warning was di- 
rected especially to veterans bidd- 
ing term 'Insurance. They should 
make certain. VA said, to renew 
the Insurance or (convert it to i^ 
permanent type of government^ 



insurance, before the term period 
expires. If they fall to do so. they 
will not be permitted to purchase 
a new government Insurance poli- 
cy after the expiration date of 
their policy. 

Recommending that veterans 
examine their term policies to 
make certain of the expiration 
date, the Veterans Administra- 
tion pointed out that any VA of- 
fice is equipped to give inftmna- 
tlon on matters affecting insur- 
ance and to provide assistance in 
applications for renewal. 

Public Law 23 contains a num- 
ber of provisions on government 
indemnity and insurance. One of 
the principal features Is the pro- 
vision of an Indemnity of up to 
$10,000 to be paid to the surviv- 
ing dependents of servicemen who 
have been in active service since 
the start of the Korean hostilities.

Ownership on 
Inmaae in State 

Virginia ownership of Ufe In- 
mirance has Increased by $2,627,- 
000,000 since 1930, the greatest 
20-year growth In the history of 
the state, in spite of the slowing 
up during the early '30s, the In- 
stitute of Life Insurance reports. 
This is a gain of 198 per cent. 

Some of this increase was due 
to population Increase, but the 
Institute points out that, even 
adjusting for the gain in num- 
ber of people living in the state, 
the rise in life insurance owner- 
ship per capita in the 20-year 
period was 121 per cent. 

At the start of this year, life 
insurance owned by Virginia fami- 
lies totaled $3,956,000,000. This 
compares with $1,329,000,000 own- 
ed in this state 20 years before. 

The 1930 population in this 
state of 2,423,000 had risen to 3,- 
263,000 at the start of this year. 

For the nation as a whole, the 
20-year gain in life Insurance ow- 
nership was 120 per cent, rising 
from $106,413,000,000 to $234,- 
047,t)00,000. m the same period, 
however, population Increased 
from 122,775,000 to 150321.000. 
Adjusting for this population 
growth, the gain in Ufe insurance 
ownership countrywide was 79 
per cent.

fichool news came to the front 
this week when Superintendent 
of Schools Prank W. Cox an- 
nounced that Princess Ahne Coun- 
ty schools will open on TflUrsday. 
September 6, tor the 1951-52 term. 

In the meantime, construction 
has started on two major school 
projects— additions to the. Bayside 
Elementttry School and construc- 
tion of the new Negro high school 
at Suclid. 

The Bayside additions were held 
up for Oovemment clearances, 
which have Anally been received. 
Mr. Oox s((I3. The cost, which is 
in the neighborhood of $328,000. 
is being footed by the Federal 
Oovemment as part of its pro- 
gram, to aid overtaxed school fa- 
cilities in sections where there is 
a high concentration of popula- 
tion which is brought in by Oov- 
emment projects. Contractor on 
the Job is W. A. Hall and Com- 
imny. The additions consist of 10 
additional classrooms (there are 
now 13), cafeteria, lunchroom and 
other auxiliary spaces. 

The Negro high school got un- 
derway last weelc. The cost is 
around (300,000, the amount com- 
ing to Princess Anne County 
through the Battle grant as the 
county's share of the State total. 
W. T. Gregory Construction Com- 
pany has the contract. 
MeeUnfs Pkinned 

Superintendent Cox said that 
the list of teachers for the county 
schools is nearly completed, and 
should be available for pt^Iica- 
tion in about a week. 

In the meantime, he announc- 
ed, there will be several planned 
meetings'heM prior to the schools 
opening. Principals will meet near 
the end of August, and all coun- 
ty teachers will meet in a two- 
day conclave at Oceana on S^- 
tember 4 and 5. 

Bus drivers, janitors, and oUier 
sctool workers will tdso be called 
in for a meeting before tiie big 
day. 



Farmers Asked to 
Seed More Winter 
Cover Crops in Fall 

Princess Anne faitners. who 
planted over 8,000 acres in win- 
ter cover crops last year, are ask- 
ed to increase their seedings even 
more this fall. 

The appeal comes from R. W. 
I Lane, thairman of the County 
Agricultural Mobilisation Com- 
jmittee, who regards winter le- 
gumes as an effective means of 
increasing 1052 production of 
harvested crops, and at the same 
time conserving scarce commer- 
cial supplies of nitrogen. 

Even though seeding time for 
winter cover crops is a few weeks 
off, Mr. Lane said his committee 
is urging fanners to let dealers 
know their seeding needs now so 
that ample local supplies will be 
on hand later. He said that local 
dealers report that supplies of 
crimson clover seed are expected 
to be plentiful, as well as other 
seeds. 

"Even without the extra drain 
on our soil due to heavy cropping 
in the defense effort, we still dont 
grow over a third as much win- 
ter cover crops as needed," Mr. 
Lane said. "Cover crops are an 
effective and economical way to 
increase per acre yields as much 
as 25 to 50 per cent." 

The chairman also pointed out 
that phosphate and potash ferti- 
lizer applied to Winter, legumes 
becomes available for succeeding 
crops when the cover crop is 
turned under.

Fire Protection 
Neglected on Many 
County Farms 

County Agent Oxlln ^ 
Offers Suggestions 
On Fire Hazards 



Too few Princess Anne County 
farmers provide enough protection 
against fires. 

H.'W. Ozlin, county agent, says 
since most farmers can't count on 
prompt arrival of a fire truck, 
they should do their best to pre- 
vent fires and have facilities to 
fight those which break out. 

Fires usually can be checked if 
they are caught and properly 
fought within the first three to 
five minutes. Here are Mr. Oslln's 
suggestions for redUcitig the fire 
haaard on farms: 

Have full water barrels spotted 
at convenient locations, especially 
near hay or straw. Prohibit smok- 
ing in barns where there is hay, 
straw, or similar dty matter. If 
kerosene lanterns are used in the 
barn, hang them up and be sure 
they do not drip. 

Keep a 50- to 100-foot rubber 
hose, attached to a screw outlet, 
available around the house and 
bam. Also have a ladder handy 
in case of roof fires. Be sure the 
help knows where these itfms are 
kept. 

Have a carbon dioxide, foam, or 
vaporizing liquid extinguisher on 
hand for fires in "live" electrical 
equipment. Neither water nor 
foam should be used on such 
equipment as both conduct elec- 
trl«J^y. 

For fires of burning liquids such 
as gasoltn^oil. and paint, carlion 
dioxidd, dry chemical, foam, and 
vapori^ng liquid types of exting- 
uisliers sen all effective. 

Water and foam are the best 
flrefiehting agents for fires of pa- 
per, wood, cloth, rubbish and 
similar materials.

The county agent warns that 
use of kerosene or ga.soline to start 
fires is the cause of many fatal 
burns.

The count of ballots in Princess Anne's historic primary has 
^ed— exclusive of the baltots of absent voters which are in the 
loads of the court because of "irregularities" by the county electoral 
board— with the announcement that the Kellam candidates have won 
straight across the board except for two supervisors. The margins 
extend from Commonwealth Attorney Ackiss' 164 (the lowest of the 
lot) to Sheriff Malbon's 501 in a total vote of 8.700. 

These margins are narrow enough to leave a tinge of uncertainty, 
n win not be removed completely until the absent voters' ballots are 
alralghlened out and counted and until the official count is com- 
pleted.

Dairymen Told 
To Cut Down On 
Labor Needs 

Dairymen of Princess Anne 
County are having to cope with a 
tight labor situation as farm wage 
rates are Increasing and labor is 
hard to And. 

Extension dairy husbandmen at 
V. P. I., pointing out that labor 
costs comprise one-third of the 
total cost of porduclng milk, say 
that any way a dairyman can cut 
down on labor needs will increase 
the efficiency of farm operation. 

Dairy chores are performed with 
regularity, and can. therefore, be 
organised Iglo inflective wotli- 
ing routine, they say. 

Here are some suggestions: 
Put loads on wheels. Feed carta 
can be built with little cash ex- 
pense. An extra broun or shovel 
may cut down on walking distance 
and time. 

It has been, shown that most 
cotirs witli training will milk out 
completely in four minutes or leas. 
Prepare cows for milking by clean- 
ing and massaging the udder and 
using the strip cup. This can lie 
done m one trip. About one min- 
ute later, attach the machine to 
the udder. It is Important to 
check the udder and remove the 
machine when milking is com- 
plete. 

If arrangement permits. lUl Uie 
feed carts directly from the silo 
and grain bin in order to elimi- 
nate one handling of feed. 

If you are planning to build or 
remodel your dairy stable, mm- 
venient arrangement of workup 
areas will reduce labor needs. Be 
sure you have good plans. The 
best general arrangement for • 
stanchion bam is two tows ol 
stanchions with cows feeing oirt 
and with a central drive att^. 
Croaa allejm should be wide emwgli 
to perittit the use of certs, me 
hay chute tor evn^ I or 10 wwt 
will reduce dlatamx walked m 
carrying hey.

Prices in June 

Average prices received by Vir- 
ginia farmers In mid-June for 
major agricultural commodities 
were generally down from a 
month earlier, the Virginia Co- 
operative Crop Reporting ^rviee 
reported last week. 

Items showing the greatest de- 
crease were small grains, hay. 
lambs, and apples, while the larg- 
est Increases were indicated by 
hogs and eggs. Practleally all 
prices were higher than the same 
time hut year.

Jfm exampte, on election day the Virginia Beach precinct func- 
tioned smoothly enough to vote more than 2,000: yet the machinery 
as set UP in the etectlon tews of the State was not adhered to. Those 
laws call for three Judges to be on duty: the manner in which the 
precinct was set up was In actuality two polling pteces, with but one 
Judge and one cletk in each, while the third Judge was custodian of 
the ballot box for the two. The real need for the smaller precinct be- 
came apparent to all when the counting dragged out throughout the 
Right until past noon on the following day, with Judges, clerks and 
others on the spot counting from the closing of the polls until the 
count wak-^filat^. There were Just too many voters in the one 
precinct. 

Not only at Virginia Beach but also at London Bridge and Kemps- 
viUe precincts were conditions difficult for the voter: long lines were 
waiting throughout the day. and at the close of the election day, some 
2S0 were waiting at Kempsvllle. In both precincts was repeated the 
long and difficult task of counting votes, with tired Judges pushing 
themselves to the point of exhaustion to finish the count by noon, 
after having been on duty continuously since the opening of the polls 
at 6:30 the previous morning. 

The situatitm should be r^nedied before the November general 
election.

A ctmipletely Infonnative pro- 
gram of recogmtlon of the need 
for increased facilities was found 
to be the first requisite in mak- 
ing plans for the new community 
hospital. Public sentiment in the 
county was strongly in favor of 
such -an hutitotlon, and contem- 
plated plans call for a program 
to acquaint the public with the 
facts through the media of news- 
papers, moving pictures, booklets, 
and other informative material. 

For the present, and until such 
time as a public campaign for 
funds is indicated, the^ local hos- 
pital will continue to operate as 
a proprietary institution. It was 
pointed out that with interested 
and public spirited individuals 
and organisations concentrating 
their efforts, that groundwork 
could be laid over the next sev- 
eral months to Insure the success 
of a community effort in 1962. It 
has been shown in many other 
Virginia communities that the 
public has met the need for hos- 
pital facilities only when an 
awareness of the seriousness of 
the situation was made a matter 
of common knowledge. 

All costs of the survey were 
borne by the Princess Anne Coun- 
ty Medical Society.

Getting a fabric-covered belt as 
clean as the rest of the garment 
Is sometimes a problem. Some belt 
coverings aren't color-fast and 
can't be washed.' Home economists 
at V. P. I. suggest sponging this 
type of belt gently with a dry- 
cleaning fluid, such as carbon 
tetrachloride. If the belt is wash- 
able, scrub it with a soft brush 
dipped in a mild detergent. Then 
' wipe it off with a cloth wrung out 
of clear water. Dry either kind of 
belt as quickly as possible by blot- 
ting with a Turkish towel, to pre- 
vent any possible color fading 
from the belt interlining.

VnintanMe Weather 
Conditions In flptfng 
Affect Lamp Crop 

Unfavorable weather conditions 
during the winter and early spring 
resulted in a comparatively smaU 
lamb crop this year, the Virginia 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Ser- 
vice says. 

An estimated 200,000 lambs 
were saved by Virginia farmers 
this year. This is the same as the 
number saved last year but is 11 
per cent below the 1040-40 aver- 
age. 

The Reporting torvlce 4Mtlmat- 
ed the number of ewes on Virginia 
farms as of January 1 as 330,000, 
an increase of 1 per cent over 
1880. An average of 114 lambs 
were saved per 100 ewes. 

Virginia's 1881 wool production 
Is estimated to be 1,410,000 pounds 
—a 2 per cent Increase over last 
year.

' ette htoiMlf . as the tort snrvhrtng 
I major general of the American 
Revolution, reviewed troops here 
in IVa. A young lieutenant of the 
engineers. Robert B. Lee, helped 
put the Hmdilng touches on the 
numt. During the Civil War the 
fort was the base for McClellan's 
unsuccessful Peninsular campaign 
of 1002 and during that time was 
vidted by lincota. More recently 
Woodrow Wilson worshipped to 
the chapel of the fort. 

But it is because of two prison- 
ers that the fort is perhaps most 
interesting. At fta^ thought, there 
is little conn^tion between a Sac 
chief and the president of the 
Confederacy, but to 1832, after 
the defeat of his warriors at Bad 
Axe River in Wisconsto, Waek 
Hawk surrendered to a lieutenant 
from Mississippi, Jefferson Davis. 
Black Itawk was brought to Port 
Monroe in 1833 Where he was im- 
prisoned and where thousands of 
people flocked to aee the Indian 
chief who had led an uprising 
against the United Stotes. In 
1868, the same Jefferson Davis, 
then president of the Confederate 
states, was captured and brought 
to the same Port Monroe. 

After the fall of Richmond, the 
Confederate govetiunent fled to 
Danville, then to Oreemdwro. and 
then Davis began a trip to reach 
the remaining Confederate trooiM 
west of the Mississippi. Pollowlng 
the assassination of Uncoln. the 
search for Davis was lutensifled 
and in May 1868 he was captured 
in southern Oeorgia and brought 
to Port Monroe. Because of the 
hysteria over Lincoln's death and 
the suwlclon that Southern lead- 
ers might have participated in 
the plot. Davis was at first closely 
guarded and even wore leg irons 
for a short period. During the 
four and a half months he was 
confined In the casemate condi- 
tions were gradually improved by 
his physician. Dr. John J. Craven. 
Later he was removed to Carroll 
Hall and his wife and daughter 
allowed to join him. In 1867 Davis 
was paroUed on bail of $100,000, 
signed by Horace Oreeley. com- 
modore Vanderbilt. and other to- 
fiuential Northerners. 

The casemate to which Davis 
spent his first four and a half 
months to prisim has been re- 
stored to its origtoal appearaitte 
and Uie adjacent room in which 
guaids were stationed has been 
decorated with scen«i frMtt hft 
life ducting, among other inci- 
dents, his service in the Army 
during the Black Hawk and Mexi- 
can Wars, his fovnmment service 
as Secretary of War. United Stotes 
senator, and hVs term as pnsi- 
dent of the confederate States, 
his capture, imprisonment and 
release, tlie cell itself wiUi its 
barred window, whitewashed 
stcme walls, and rough pim floor.

In outlining the nurses' Job in 
time of atomic attack. Miss Ail- 
stock said that they wUl partici- 
pate in providing immediate care 
for the sick and Injured both in 
the field and In hospitato; wiU as- 
sist with the evacuation of the 
sick and injured: provide continu- 
ing care for the injured and lU; 
asstot in screening and directing 
patients to faciUties for further 
care. 

In addition, she said, there also 
tduat be continuing care for the 
normal sick, supervision or care 
in shelters and bUlets. and the 
giving of emotional guidance to 
the injured and lU. The nurse, 
Miss Aihtock said, can do much 
to allay hysteria and combat de- 
spair b^ her own attitude.
